from jhe insignilieanl alVaii of 
Yankee manufaetute iiK-ascd in 
iron or brass, to the dainty, dia- 
mond-set trifle of foreign workman 
ship and fabulous cost. This is 
the wason which sellers of precious 
trinkets of personul ad(M-iiment and 
use exert tliemselv(>s in displayiim 
pocket, tinii'pieces, and the unileil 
li<d<otthe hundreds of thousands 
of watches now looking out from 
jdale-glass windows and silently 
soliciting the watcliless observer to 
l>urchase would be sullieient in 
volnm«> to overcome the clung of 
the chimes in th<» steeple of old 
Trinity. 

All other articles of j(>welry on 
exhibition arc^ more or less relegated 
to the rear, and at best are placed 
in the show windows as a mer(> 
btckground for the timekeepers. 
One jew«>lry shop in Fulton 
Street, linding tln^ usual methods 
of display inadequate to the de- 
mands of (he proprietor's enterprise, 
exhibits its ticking wares in over- 
(lowing liarrels — a most elTeclive 
assnr.inct? of the extent of the 
establishment's stock. These 
barrels, however do not eoniaiii 
very ex])ensive watch(>s. They are 
jdaled articles which sell for a 
couple of dollars and whose gilded 
ornamentation is not calculated to 
witlisland the orlinary wear and 
tear lo which timepieces ji re subject. 
Hut a jew<'l(M' who is ambitious 
of attiMcling lrad(« and civaling 
astonish in«Mit, shows a pyramid of 
costly watches which flash with 
jrems. At the apex of the pile a 
bejeweled sign announces, 

".$50,000 Worth of Tim-." 

"More watches are sold from now 
until the end of the holidays," as- 
serted a jew(der who was questioned 
aw tottie great prominence given the 
watch in jewelry dis|)lays at this 
lime of year, " than in all the other 
months put togtMher. It is esti- 
mated that 7,500,000 timenieces of 
American manufacture are an- 
nually s<dd, and about 1,000.000 
watches of foreign make. Of the 
total number disjxised of about 
one-lent h is sol I here in New York, 
whi<di is one of Ihe greatest, if not 
Ihe greatest, retoail watch market 
in lhe''world. 

" The designs in watches run 
'way up in the hundreds. There 
is a distinct style nowailays to suit 
the taste of t>v«>ryone. 'I'hey are 
made from the size of a lead pencil's 
top lo the imposing dinu'iisions of a 
young i)unipkin, and in ever.v 
known metal. Tlu> re is no one, too,

no one, who is not in a (d)aritabl(> 
institution — f<vi' a timekeeper can 
l)e purchased for as insigniticant a 
sum as $1, and it is liable to tvirn 
out a i)relty fair watch at that, 
although we jewelers hardly reeoin- 
luend them to our customers. If 
you are very rich and don't know 
how to squander your money, tho 
modern jeweler can help you out by 
fltting your fob with a gorgeous 
triumph in artistically blended gold, 
gems and time, which will cost from 
a few hundredslo many thousands 

There is no taste so alisurdly 
fastidious or exacting, nor any 
requirements so austere in simplicity 
for which I lie watchmaker has 
neglected to make provision. 

"The prices of watches common 
to the volume ot Ihe New York re- 
tail trade range from $8 to $100. 1 
sui)i>o.se $:iO mjiy be called the 
happy medium or average, as there 
are more timepieces sold at this 
figure or in its neijihborhood than 
lh«>re arc at 88 or $100. The 
very cheap timepieces have an en- 
ormous sali', but not (piilc as large 
a^syou might ext)eet from their low- 
cost and attractive apjiearani-es. 
CuslonuMs who by j)lated or iron 
cased watches usually get them as 
mere temporary makeshifts. Hut 
when tl>«'y buy watches with a de- 
sign to p:>rminenl and serious use, 
they pay prices within the minimum 
ami m.iximum (ignres of my first 
quot.'itions. 

"Th(( general clie.ipnc.s.s of the 
watch has mademany serious altera- 
tions in the stocks kept by the lead- 
ing and most fashioii.ible j(>welry 
stores. It used to be that if a man 
or woman went into one of the swell 
slioi>s and asked for a timepiece for 
less than $15 he oi she would be 
promptly and haughtily informed 
that such cheap an<l trashy wares 
were not permitted to sully Ihe 
lizened ei'vi,"^ an 

....nts are C(mipell.ii n. iv..ii .m 
ample stock of watches which sell 
for as low as $10, and ate glad to 
m'ik(> sales at t hilt flgure Indeed, 
most of them cany larger lines at 
$25 and $.50 than they do at $T5and 
$100, which was far frcmi l)eing the 
case less than live years ago. 

" The mechanical genius of (he 
Americans has been so fecund and 
suiierior (hat Europe no longer at- 
lemiits to ctmipeic with us in the 
manufacture of cheap grade watch- 
es, and there are annually exported 
great quantities of low-cost time- 
pieces, which And read^y markets 
in the Old World. In watches un- 
der $50, at which figure maybe h.id 
as good a timekeeper as a ni.tn 
could desire, the home products 
lead by all od<is. Hut in rtner 
articles, such as the movements, the 
Swi,s,s workmen are still ahead of us. 
Kvcnin thepresent time of wonder- 
ful m!ieliin(>s and met'h.'niical ap- 
pliances for obtaining mathematical 
precision in watch-making, (ieneva 
has not lo8t her piestige, and the 
superiority of the Swiss movement 
is still unquestioned. American 
manufactuters some years ago ex- 
perimented in making <'hrono- 
gra])hs, repeaters and wjilches with 
split second hnnds which mark the 
(ifths ot a seeond. Hut (his field 
has since been almost alt«>g<>(her 
abandoned and left (othe European 
watchmakers. 

"If from motivcsof patriotism or 
jiride you desiiv to purchase a hiirh- 
prieed Auicriean watch you will be 
suprised to find just how much 
money you can invest without 
being overcharged. In this country 
w;itclies are iinnle whicdi cost as 
much as$'.i55— Ido not mean Ihf 
fancy wjitches sot with precious 
stones — and the movehients are 
worth fron> $100 to $125. Such 
watches will keep as accurate time 
as the foreign arti»de8. 

"Cheap gold watches used to 
mean a good movt'inent in a filled 
case; that is, a ease the covers of 
which are made of two thin plates 
of g(dd joined to a nndal back by 
giejit pressure, and having the 
api)earance of solid gold. Hut 
now solid wntchos may be pur- 
chased lor $\0 or iVi, and very 
small ones as low as $8. Are they 
really solid tfold? Certainly, only 
th(> mi^tal is far from being jmre. 
Watches of this character have 
cases made cd' gold 8 carats fine and 
not 1-t carats line, as is us\ml in 
good watches. Timekeepers in- 
cased in gold 18 carats fine ait» 
'^enree, while those of still finer 



quality are seldom to be seen, and 
when foMiid are entirely impracti- 
cable for oidinary purpo.ses, the 
in(>tal being too soft for con.stant 
wear. 

The trade in silver watches, so 
f.ir as the retail market is concern- 
ed, is decreasing every years, whieh 
is to lie deplored, for the silver 
case, although luit so showy as cases 
of more valuable metal, is Ihe most 
serviceable of all. Many move 
ments really seem to k(>e|> in better 
repair when so incased. Of course, 
as the trade diminishes it has a 
tendency to cheapen the commodity, 
so that to-day you can get a goo(i 
silver watch for $10 which ten 
years ago would have cost you 
double the money. For $'i5 a silver 
watch is to be had whieh will make 
a $50 gold watch want to hide its 
face for shame wdien it comes to 
comparing records for accuracy and 
and resistance to the evils which 
menace the works of timekeepers 

"For this decline of the silver 
Wiilcli tile cheap gold watch and the 
use of the irold-plate<i brass watch 
is respimsible. People who fornuM- 
ly bought them because they were 
cheap, find that for the same outlay 
they can get one of the latter, which 
will keep fairly accurate lime and 
make a far mor(> imposing show 
when <lr.Mgged fiom the i>oekel. 

" Yes, then' is fashion in w;d(dies, 
just as theie is in Ihe cut and ma- 
terials of garments, although the 
.sale.ible value of timekeepers is not 
exclusively dominate*! by the pass- 
ing whims of style. The open face 
article tor ncn is now enjoying a 
vogue, and huniing cases have gone 
temporarily out of fashion. The 
hours ;i re markeil on the dials in 
.Vrabic numerals instead of the 
Roman which olnained for so many 
cenenitions. AVatches for men wdio 
want to be up in style are m-ide e\- 
tremeU 



for $500 up to $10,000, according 
to your pile, extravagance and 
fancy. The watches themselves are 
worth from $150 lo $250. 

" Hut all Ihe weathly faddists are 
not women. Every once in a while 
we have a demand for a l>lauk- 
face 1 watch ; that is, a watch with 
ordinary hand, but with the dial 
left perf ctly blank. I don't know 
who is responsible for such a queer 
idea, but itseems to have taken root 
and is tirowing. It is by no means 
impossible to tell time from the 
blank-faced watch. On the contrary, 
it is quite easy. Most of us who are 
accustome<l to carrying watches 
have acquircfl a chronological sense 
which instinctively puts us in pos-' 
session of .ipproximatc time Ihe 
moment we look at the dial, 
whether we clearly perceive the posi- 
tions of the hands or not. We 
know at a glance where the figures 
should be placed, and ,so in con- 
templating the vacant surface of a 
blank watch we find the hands 
pointing to or between the posit i(ms 
of the mi.ssing figures, and so can 
tell in.staiitly what o'clock it is 
almost as a<'curately and with as 
much facility as thmigh a dial with 
the pioper complement of numerals 
had been consulted. However, 
most persons lio and will continue 
to prefer watches with the Innirs 
marked on their surfaces. 

" The latest contribution to the 
conveni«nce uf those who must 
mt>asure time in the least possilile 
computations is a perfects d liming 
watch which costs nnne than S.iOO 
and is a most remai kable nehieve- 
meni in t!'e way of mechanical skill 
and utilitv. The secomi hand, 
which swings around the full dial 
and encircles it every minute, is 
split , or double. By the pressure of 
a sprinu: one of the hands stops and 
the other ciintinues. The dial is

watches of the p.ist, and 
thing atlmissible on its ciise is a 
monoi;rnm. F.ishionabh* watches 
foi- women are equally plain, and 
do not dilTer from those worn by 
men except that they ,ir<> diminu- 
tive. Such articles cost $150 down, 
a gotMl mun's watch, with a Swiss 
movement or fine Anterican move- 
ment selling for about $75 

The pl.iin gold watch foi' women 
similarly fitted costs about $25 less. 

Chatelaine w.atchcs for women 
are still .popular, l)ecause Of their 
oriniteness, I presume. You can 
t)uy one for $5 at a bargain store or 
p.ay as much as $2,000 at the exclu- 
sive jeweler's, the value of the 
watch at (he latter figure being its 
ornaments. It is a matter of no 
unusual excilement foi jewelers wh^ 
oecupy only a moderate position in 
the fishionable tr.ide to sell chate- 
laine watches for $1,000, but, of 
course, a$l,OuO watch is fairly blaz- 
ing with precious stones, and so .are 
its accessories. Heing very small 
the fine chatelaine is invariably 
supplied with Swiss movements, 

"Fashion is a fever," continued 
the jeweler, diilactically, as he 
delve<l into a plush-lined case and 
brought to light a curious little 
timekeeper, who.se numerals were 
almost too small to bedecipheriHl by 
the n.ike 1 eye, "and its highest 
temperature is always registered by 
the inc(>plion of fad. As il is now 
the fashion to go to exirt>mes, as 
witness the simple plain g<dd watch 
and its antithesis, Ihe resplendent 
chatelaim>, and reduce the size of t he 
woman's tiuu'keeper to the mini- 
mum, hero is the faddist's clinnix. 
This watch .as y<ui see, it set in a 
ring and surrounded by tiny dia- 
mond < of perfect shape, color and 
cutting Each of these stones re- 
quired as much skill and pains to 
finish as stones three times their 
size, and ar«> more expensive. The 
ring is not too large to be worn and 
s bound to createcomment, which, 
after all, would l>e the only reason- 
able excuse its purchaser could make 
for sportins: such <m elegant, but 
practi<*ally useless trifle. It is 
worth $750. For how many? One. 
younir man, Tlit>y d<ni't sell bv the 
gross, 

"The latesi tliin;;s m liu' way of 
the chatebiine is a watch which 
may be lurned on a pivot so that 
its face is readily seen by the 
wearer. It is the f«sliion of the 
very rich to suspend these faddish 
timekeepers from a chain of di» 
monds.

From our Wanhlw.itou Correxpondent 

One of the most enjoyable and 
interesting events of the term in a 
literaiy sense was the leclure of 
Prof. Hotchkiss Friflay night on 
"The Foundations of Literature." 
The following is a short synopsis of 
his remarks : "The* field of Eng- 
lish literature alone is .so large that 
a life time is hardly sufTicieiit U) 
explore even its highways, to say 
nothing of its by-ways. To it is 
conslantl.y b(;iiig added, .l>y the 
translator and by our own acqtiiisi- 
tion of foreign tongues, the litera- 
ture of every nation and language 
on (he faci! of the earth ; and the 
youlhfiil student, when he under- 
takes to explore the maze, stands 
aghast at liie tdhk before him. 
Any suggestion or method thai 
will shorten or simplify the task is 
therefore to be welcomed, and for 
this reason the suggestio-is we are 
to consider may have some 
value. 

To study literature profilably, we 
must first leain tliat the subji-cts 
upon which the poels, the drama- 
tists, and the novelists pour out the 
wcMlth of their genius are com- 
paratively few in number, and that 
they re-appear, add re-appear in 
never ending repetition alilimigh 
in varying aspects Life, Death, 
and tlie Hereafter, have been the 
great themes upon ^^lli ii ihe 
lhou;4hts of men labf>red. 

And am the subjects of iii>r;iiiire 
are few, so are its forms. The 
farther we carry our studies in 
literature the more are we con- 
vinced "How little invenliveiiess 
tliere is in man, grave copier of 
copiers " — Lowell. yJisehylus, con- 
s fious of this,,truth says of his own 
tragedies that Ihey are but " made 
up dishes from the j,'reat Homeric 
banquet." And Dr. .Johnson, from 
his later view of literal lire, con- 
cludes that "Modern writers arc 
th(! moons of literature ; they never 
shine liut by reflecti d liehi, bv 



Therefore, if tJio young reader 
will so arrange his work as to lead 
him up ihroiitrh inviting paths to 
Ihe knowled;;e that he must have 
in order lo understand and to aji- 
preciale liferaUire, — if he makes 
literature interpret literatures — 
how much more can he do in less 
lime ! how much more satisfactory 
and effective is the work I how 
much less ! Indeed it ceases to 
be work ; it ItecojMOS a never- 
ending pleasure. 

To this ami .the young reader 
should first read such books as 
Hawthorne's " Wonder Books" and 
"Tanglewooil Tales," Kiuirsley's 
"Greek Heroes," .James Bahlwin's 
books on the same subjects, and on 
Charlemagne and his I';ila'lins, 
Sidney Lanier's " Froissai t" and 
" Mabiuo;.'ion," "The Araliian 
Xi^hts Tales," Grimm's and Ander- 
.son's Fairy Tales, and all i ooks of 
f'dkloie of the diiTorenI peophts of 
the earth. From lhes<* one should 
go on to the re|)roduetiori and ain- 
|)lifi<!alion of many of these, legends 
.ind myths in f<oetry an<l the drama, 
as in Tennyson's ''.'Idyls of the 
Kinir," .T. G. Saxt^'s: . " Phtetion" 
and" G'>"i|'e'M "Tphyeni;! in 
Tauris.

About a hundred and twenty-flvo 
of the (leaf attended the initilal 
servieosin ihenewSt. Ann'sChiirch, 
Sunday Ht't(>rno()n, tlie 4tli, us well 
as Heverai of th».' parishonerH, veNlry- 
men and warden of St. Matthew'n 
Church, the latter church of wliicii 
act as a protectorate over St. Ann'H 
Church. The day wjis rainy and 
the wiiwl hlowinji; a Kale, and had iti 
not been for these conilitions tlu^re 
surely woul<l have been double that 
numl)er. Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, who 
apparently has recovered from his 
late attack of rheunuitisin, and is 
in his 76th year, did jiot like to yo 
out on such a <lay, but he could not 
miss it, and braved the storm. 

As the |)eopl<> entered they natu- 
rally surveyed tluur new surround- 
ings, and all seeuuHl of the opinion 
that the church was well lifrhted, a 
skylijrht directly over the chancel 
lighting up what is genor illy a dark 
place, but the inclining of the lloor 
is not quite steep enougli for all to 
see the minister without craning 
their necks 

Revs. Drs. (iallaudet. Chamber- 
lain and Krans were in the chancel, 
while Iwiy-readers Mann andlJrown 
were on either side. 

After prayer, Dr. Gallaudet 
made several announcements to 
the effect that he was Vicar of the 
church with Dr. Chamberlain, his 
assistant ; Mr. A. A. Barnes has 
been chosen temporary treasurer 
and Dr. Chamberlain temporary 
clerk. It is necessary to get a list 
of parishoners for the new church, 
and those already communicants of 
the old St. Ann's can send their 
names and addresses to either Dr. 
Gallaudet or Dr. Chamberlain. 
Holy (Jommnnion will be held (ui 
December 10th. On DtHUMnber 
18th there will l)e no services at the 
church. On Monday, December 

26tli (St. Stephen's Day), at 11 a.m., 
services war oe neui, ano dihium' 
I'olter IS expected to be |)ri'Heiil. 
This being (Christmas, a legal holi- 
day, a large congregation is hoped 
for. Services will also be held at 
7 43 P.M., on this day, au'l 8ev(>ral 
of the deaf missionaries of various 
dioceses will be present. 

Rev. Dr. Gallaudet then read his 
sermon orally. Rev. Dr. Chamber- 
lain interpreting. It follows :

Wc learn from these words of St. Luke, 
the first historian of the (Jhristiiin ('hnreh, 
that our blesHed Lord passed miieh of the 
time between his resurri'ction and ascension 
in teachioK his a|x>stles how to found the 
kingdom lie was al)out to establish. 

On the Day of Pentecowt un<ler the miid- 
lUK influences of tlie Holy Spirit, the apos- 
tles bexaii the Kreat work eoinniitteil to 
them and in •rorusalcm received a lar^c 
number of penitent believers by Baptism 
into the klnK<lom of (Jod. 

This kinK<loin, this church of JesuR 
Christ, with its divinely appointed ministry, 
Ur Iifo-K>vinK documents and if.H othi'r posi- 
tive Institutions, and clearly defined 
simple creed, has l)een preHcrvod throiiuh 
many vicissitudes to the present day. We 
believe that our Hook of (Common Prayer, 
Kathering up the truths of the llllile, sets 
forth clearly the characteristics of this 
gpirltual kluKdom. 

We are tlumkfui, therefore, to-<lay that 
St Ann's Church for Deaf-Mutos is Includ- 
ed In the (Ujreat historic Church of Christ. 

Let us, dear brethren, bo faithful to the 
trust committed to uh and fltriv(^ with (joiI'n 
help, to make tills oliurch instrumental in 
leadfuK many deaf-mutes to Christ In His 
appointed way. 

As the years move on, wo shall see more 
clearly that it was a uracious, i>rovldent(al 
orderintr, which led the old parislieH of Ht. 
Ann's and St. Matthew's to form tlie new 
Ht. Matth(>w's Church, pledged to build and 
support Ht. Ann's Church for Deaf-Mutes 
The rector and vestry of .St. MaKhew's 
have been faithful to the important mis- 
sion they assumed, anil to-day we hold our 
solemn first service in this well-appointed, 
attractive church, soon to be solemnly 
consecrated to the worship of AlmiKhty 
God. As the yearn move on, our ^ood 
friends In St. Matthew's will understancl 
better and become more intevesteil in the 
work which tliey have establlHhed hen-, 
and in due time, tliey will pjai-e in front of 
this churcli the Parish llouHe in, whi(!li 

freat thInKH will be aecom pi lshe<l to promote 
he welfare of deaf-mutes. 

In order to become IntelliKent, devoted 
members of the Church of ("hrist, deaf 
mutes must be educated. We therefore ex- 
press our grateful appreciation of the laliors 
of all who are connected with the Institu 
tlonsof ourcountry, wonderlnu at the results 
which have been achieved by various me- 
thods since my beloved father eHtablisliod 
the first school at llsrtford, In 1H17. 

Old St. Ann's Church, begun In 1852, 
endeavored to accomplish Its mis'ion. Its 
earnest parishoners who could hear and 
spoak entered heartily Into its Hpecial 
labor of love and exerted an influence in 
our whole community which led to a better 
knowledge of deaf-mutes and tlielmethodsof 
promoting their welfare. Ht. Ann'sChiiroh 
opened tno way for the incorporation of 
"The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes," in 
187a, the society wlilch nioncered varioiiH 
missions to deaf-mutes throughout the 
country and estaliliHhed a Home l^or the 
Aged and Infirm Denf-Mutes of the State 
of New York. 

Thus we get glimpses of the church 
work niTiong deaf-niiilPH and the reHiiits 
which have followed illrectly and Indirect- 
ly wfth God's blesalDK from the seed corn 



planted by St. Ann's forty-six years ago. 
We trust that all our old friends will take 
an abiding interest in thiH newl:St. Ann's 
Cliurch for Deaf-Mutes and make it strong 
and useful to the glory of God and the 
hijfhcst good of His deaf children. 

I iioartily thank God for the friendship 
of tho.se who have gathered arouud rue 
from time to time, and in various associa- 
tions holding up my hands and praying 
for blessings. May the peace that passefli 
all understanding be theirs now and for- 
ever. 

I have been greatly helped for many 
years by the co-oi)eration of my friend and 
lirother ill the ministry, the flev. Kdward 
H. Krans, LL. D. As associate rector of 
St. Ann's he worked hard to maintain the 
parish life while I was often absent in other 
cities trying to establish religious services 
for deaf-mules. Stcji by step lie consulted 
me as the consolidation plan was perfected 
under tlie guidance of the Bishop and 
Standing Committee of the Diocese of 
New York and a .lodge of the ,Suv>ienie 
('ourt. 1 know Dr. Krans will always be 
found M fiiitliful friend of deaf-mutes, with 
siiecial interest in the [irogress of St. Ann's 
t'hurch for Deaf-Mutes, improving his oji- 
portnnities to speak of it to his people in 
.St. Matthew's Church 

I am very thankful that the Rev. .lohn 
Chamlierlain, 1).

I am sure 
lie will be a great comfort and help to me 
as I pass on to the end of my earthly pil- 
grimage. 

Dear friends, let us try to realise what 
a power in the world is the kingdom of (Jod 
and the Church of Christ, ami tliat it is our 
privilege to be a part of this divine organi- 
Z'ltioii. When the preiu'pts of its founder 
are universally appreciated and acted uii- 
on, spiritual storms will cease, the waves 
of discord will be smoothed down, wars 
will lie no more. The fatherhood of God 
and the brotherhood of man will be re- 
cognized and universal peace and joy will 
lirevail. 

What a special privilege for us to know 
that the founder of the Kingdom of (Jiul 
once cured a deaf and dumb man. May 
our spiritual e.'irs be over open to the gra- 
cious word now spoken by Him as he reigns 
in Heaven.

Rev. Dr. Kraus then spoke from 
notes.

Dr. Cliamber- 
laln, will), 1 trust will be long IntereHted in 
the now St Ann's, upon having tlie church 
so near his pleasant Inline. We had work- 
ed together in liarmony and good will for 
years, anil it adds to the pleasure with 
whieli I look forward to what remains of 
life to be aide to say: cherish the hope that 
until one of us Is called away, we may lie 
co-workers in some sense still. 

The best has been done tliat could be done 
in Iho past since St. Ann's was founded, 
but who must not see, standing on these 
Washington Heights, in this now Church 
on this dark December afternoon, greater 
promise for the future. 

I take all tlie respoiisibilitv here to-day 
for any part I have had in laboring as I 
have tried to do for years to place St. Ann's 
('linrcli on a sure foundation so that its 
future need not be in doubt, or jeopardy, 
and to help bring about the time when " tlie 
(Jliurch Mission to Deaf-Mutes" might liave 
all the field outside the Parish for the de- 
velopimmt of its important work. That 
time, I believe to-day has come, and If so 
God lie forever praised for bringing it. I 
take all the responsibility for any part I 
have had in leading the parish, in tlie place 
providenlially assigned me in it, through 
a critical stage of its history.

of Common Prayer written and fixed, and 
so helpful lo deaf-mutes, with Its ulioico 
services for so many occasions. 

Again be workers In this Church., Do 
all you can to help it and to extend Its in-

more ami more what we work for. And 
all will find Homethliig here to work for 
and to do. 

Be careful, too, to put the religious be- 
fore the social and the secular. All tills so- 
cial life is pleasant and proper in Its place. 



but the first use and object of this house of 
God is to preach aud hear the gospel, to 
minister and receive the Sacrament of Iloly 
Baptism and that of the Holy Communion, 
and the laying on of hands in Confirma- 
tion, to bestow and receive the marriage 
blessing and to say the burial service over 
the boiiies of our loved ones. 

May I not urge you to trust and follow 
those who will be your providential pastors 
and leaders here.

Sketch of a Successful 
Deaf- Mute. 
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We have the pleasure this week 
of presenting a likeness and short 
sketch of tine of Ohio's silent men 
who has risen without any flourish of 
trumpets. It is always a gratifica- 
tion to educators of the deaf to see 
those who have been under their in- 
struction, rise above the ordinary 
and make their mark in the great 
battle for existence; to mingle 
among men of affairs as freely as if 
deafness was no liarrier to social 
and business relations. The sub- 
ject of this sketch, Mr. Adelbort B. 
Davis, the well known boat builder, 
first saw the light of day at San- 
dusky, O., December 1st, 1857. 
He lost his hearing when about of 
sufficient age to attend tl.e publi" 
schools. His parents are both liv- 
ing and are natives of New York 
State. Mr. Davis entered the Ohio 
School for the Deaf in September,' 
18(58, and graduated in 187,5, with 
the honor of valedictorian. Al- 
though well instructed in the " art 
preservative," he did not adopt it 
as his weapon in the battle of life, 
but wtirked at wtigon wheel m.iking 
after leaving his AJma Maier, aud 
afterwards at coopering, finally be- 
coming a builder of pleasure boats 
and yachts, at which he is yet peg-

a shoit stay in Ogaensinug, i-rv« 
York, ho has for the past thirteen 
years conducted a l>oat livery busi- 
ness, ana cairied on an extensive 
trade in the shipment of water lilies 
of which there is always an abun- 
dance in season in aud around the 
great marshes adjoining S;nulusky, 
Ohio's great summer citj*. He is a 
genius with hammer, saw and plane, 
and consequently be hat. earned 
quite .a deserved reputation tor fine 
handiwork, his boats being marvels 
of the boat bnildei's art, and 
yachtsmen and boat builders aie 
loud in their terms of prAise for 
them. 

Nor is Mr. Davis rustj' with the 
pen, for he has often contributed lo 
the maritime pre.ss, going under the 
noni de pluiue tif "Boatman." 

The Chronide also used to ha>e 
letters from him in his younger da.\a. 
and were signed " Paddlesiicks." 

In August, 1880, he hied himself to 
Cincinnati on an all important mis- 
sion. This was to carry away ofT 
with him the belle of the Queen 
City's silent fair daughtersand make 
her his partner for lift» — Miss Lucy 
M. Cook, a graduate of the class of 
'79. This alliance has been a most 
happy one, and two bright children 
are the fruit of this union. 

" Dell, "as Mr. Davis is familiarly 
known, is on(> of those rare fellows, 
whom everybody characterizes as 
a hale fellow, well met. There is no 
place where he is out of his ele- 
ment, and everywhere he is met 
with the .same hearty grasp of the 
hand and a true greeting of wel- 
come. 

The " Kayak," a yacht designed 
and built by Mr. Davis himself, won 
a haiuKsome silver cup as a prize in 
one of the n>gatta8 held last 
summer at C«dar Point, near San- 
dusky, Ohio, and it has lieen the 
talk of the town. The yacht is of 
the "skimming dish" type — the 
latest style, antl is 23 feet over all 
from stem to stern ; beam six feet 
three inches, and draws about six 
inches of water exclusive of rudder 
aud centre board, which are iron 
plates. It is the fastest boat of her 
inches on Sandusky Bay, even 
beating boats much larger than 
herself. The Kayak has been very 
much admired the past season for 
her clever sailing qualities, and has 
in consequence been the victim of 
of cameia fiends. The boat 
owners and skip|)ors pr<u>oiince her 
a great success, and thoy have en- 
joyed themselves immen.sely with 
the lively little vessel!

The past decade, which has 
witnessed such remarkable progress 
in the arts, sciences and inventions 
of the world, has also been made 
memorable in the annals of the 
deaf by the dedication of All Souls' 
Church, the first chujch exclusive- 
ly for the deaf in America. The 
early efforts of the congregation, 
the great task of the work, and the 
final consummation of the cherish- 
ed object are all matters of record 
and need not be rehearsed by us. 
Doubtless, it is a gi-eater blessing 
than most deaf realize. Think how 
many the bei.efits that the deaf of 
to-day may derive frtun a church of 
their own, and their then you will 
pity the deaf of the long ago. 

In thinking of the great blessing 
which has been vouschsafed to our 
community during the past ten 
years, we can not lielp thinking of 
those who have been a.^sociated with 
us in the good of All Souls' but are 
now no move. The\ are gone, but 
I heir memory remains. FonMfiost 
anuuig these was Henry Winter 
Syle. How we love to recall his 
memory. All Souls' stands as a 
monument to his meniorj". Others 
whom we recall were Thomas Jeffer- 
son Trist, Joseph A. Roop, George 
Slifer, Joseph Tyndall, Patrick 
McDtmnell.
